That force of 650 men, among 
whom were to be found the toughest, 
most relentless fighters in the world, 
was considered strong enough to 
deal with a large force of badly- 
armed natives: it was backed by 
‘light field guns, quantities of am- 
munition and enough food to-last it 
during a long expedition. ° 

Yet the 650 men were never seen 
again, They marched out of Saigon 
never to return. No news of major 
engagements ‘filtered through. ‘No 
natives could be persuaded to say 
‘that they had seen the Legionnaires.

Now sixty-five years of ago, Vail- 


lant is one.of the pioneers of radio- 
logy. He erected X-rays in days 
when they were very little under- 
stood, and realised that by using 
them blindly they could do more 
harm than good to the sufferers who 
looked to them with new hope. 

So he experimented on himself. 
The rays worked on his skin, setting 
up a corrosion not unlike leprosy! 
and by the time he was able to treat - 
his first cancer patients he was ob- 
serving the onset ofthis trouble in: 
himself. - 

At first he ‘lost a few fingers. His 
own experiences.of the ray taught 
him its dangers. He realised that 
by over-exposing a person the same 
trouble might be set up. 

Retreat was open to him—as, ‘in 
the early stages, it was open to Louis 
Pasteur, or to Sir Flinders Petrie, 
or to any other student of the af- 
fairs that . concern men, 
them: he persevered, noting . the 
effects of the ray when misused, 
so that science might know its dan- 
gers as well as its benefits, 

For twenty years Vaillant lost. 
pieces of his body as he continued 
his work. He lost a hand in the 
second operation, a fore-arm in the 
third. He faced it like a true, modest 
hero. When he presented himself at , 
the Hotel-Dieu Hospital for his 
fourteenth and last operation he told 
the director that he had a “little 
growth-on the abdomen” which had 
to be removed. To friends who call- 
ed on him on the day of the obera- 
tion he said, “Excuse me, gentlemen, 
they are just going to put me on the 
billiard table.”

The price is ever 
costly—in time, in reputation, in 


What greater risks were: ever 
run than those of the first men to

the hope that they could give .the. 
world a working submarine. 

Or the risks of those other great- 
hearted . fellows who climbed into 
the cockpits of crazy crates and took 
aff: skywards, risking a devastating 
crash to earth to prove that a 
heavier-than-air machine could’ fly 
—and could fly distances, 

To-day television is in the nursery 
of science; to-morrow, it will range 
beside a thousand . other wonders 
born and nurtured in the last cen- 
tury.

EMERGENCY 
POWERS 
EFFECTIVE 
IN H.K.? 


The extension of the Em- 
ergency Powers Act, re- 
cently passed by Mr. Chur- 
chill’s Government in Eng- 
land, to cover Hong Kong, 
appears to be indicated by 
an official notification, ga- 
zetted yesterday. 


It reads: 

It is hereby notified for general 
information, with reference to the 
Emergency Powers (Defence) Act, 
1939, and to the Emergency Powers 
(Colonial Defence) Order jn’ Coun= 
cil, 1939, published respectively as 
Government Notifications Nos. 707 
and 708.in the Gazette Extraordin- 
ary of 26th August, 1939, that the 
Act has been amended by the Em- 
ergency Powers (Defence) Act, 1940, 
and the Order in Counell has been 
amended by a further Order in 
Coungi) dated the 7th June, 1940. 

Seetion 1 of the 1940 Act is as 
follows— 

“1. The powers conferred on His 
Majesty by the Emergency Powers 
(Defence) Act, 1930, (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as the “principal Act’) 
shalt, notwithstanding? anything In 
that Act, include power by Order in 
Council to muke such Defence Re- 
gulations making provision for re- 
quiring persons to place themselves, 
thelr services, and thelr property at 
the disposal of His Majesty os ap- 
pear to him to be necessary or expe- 
dient for securing public safety, the 
defence of the realm, tho mainten- 
anee of public order, or efficient pro- 
seccutton of any war in which His 
Majesty may be engaged, or for 
inaintaining supplies or services es- 
sential to the life of the community.” 

The Order in Council of the 7th 
June, 1940, provides that the 1939 Act 
as modified by the 1939 Order shall 
apply to the territories mentioned in 
the Second Schedule to the 1939 Or- 
der subject to the further modifica- 
ton that the provisions of the 1939 
Act shall have effect as amended by 
the Emergency Powers (Defence) 
Act, 1940, - 

Hong Kong is one of the territorics

Nazis Achieve 
Surprise 


HY did the Nazis attack the 

, Somme Line as quickly as they 
did? Other things belng equal, it 
would huve been better for them to 
pause Jong enough to rearrange thelr 
mechanised divisions and thelr tanks, 
which must have been thoroughly 
disorganised by the losses in Flan- 
ders, . 

By attacking at once with at least 
half their mechanised divisions {n 
a very poor why, they were taking 
considerable risks; but it would have 
been more dangerous to wait, 

We must remember that General 
Weygand and his staff had not been 
watching the fale of their northern 
urmy In idleness; they had been 
thinking out a proper reply. 

Before the brenk through on the 
Meuse it Was Impossible for the 
French to know what the Nazis were 
xoing todo. French military thought, 
us well as British pollticul thought, 
was of the “do nothing” and “wait 
and see” school. This attitude pre- 
sents the enemy with the enormous 
advantuge of surprise. 
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The Nuzls went through at Sedan 
not only because of their magnificent 
orgunising and their tremendous 
armaments, but also because of sur- 
prise, It was felt that while they 
still had thelr organising ability; they 
still had tromen-. 
doug armaments; - B 
but they no’ Jonger y 
had surprise.

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HONGKONG’S WAR EFFORT 


Hox Kong has rallied magnificently, with the rest of 
the Empire, to the crisis of the hour. It has taken 
both time and grave events to stir the Colony to full reali- 
sation that this war is not to be won without a supreme 
effort by every man and woman for whom freedom of soul 
retains any meaning, but in that it has not differed great- 
ly in mass mentality from communities much nearer the 
_ heart of the conflict and there is no stern cause for self- 
reproach. AS ate 
Now, at least, there will be no looking back. If there 
were illusions as to the course of this war for the survival 
of a sane civilisation, they have gone. The deadly strug- 
gle may drag on much longer, but the issue may well be 
decided, in essence, in the next few months. That brooks 
of no argument, and it assents even less to any. wayward 
suggestion that the slightest delay is permissible. ‘ 
Our effort (and here we mean the common effort of 
the entire Empire, inclusive of Hong Kong) has been suf- 
. ficiently inspiring to strengthen the people of the island 
fortress which is our Homeland in their firm resolve to 
fight the monster of Nazism to the last ditch, but that is 
not enough. The gravest trials have not yet come, but 
the dark clouds have appeared and the storm may burst 
at any moment.. . * : “i 

For us it is a bounden duty to double and then re- 
double al] the assistance that can be given to sustain 
Britain, the heart of the Empire, in the tremendous 
strain certain to be imposed in'the next few months, and 
to enable the foundation to be laid for the final victory. 

Events and our size and situdtion have decreed that 

it is not by way of manpower that this Colony can lend 
most effective aid. Our contribution must take the form 
of the provision up to the limit of our capacity of the 
Sinews of war, and as quickly as possible. For home de- 
fence, Britain’s' man-power, allied with the Dominions 
contingents in England, is likely to prove more than ade- 
quate, for over 4,000,000 men will have been registered 
for national service by the end of July... There remains, 
however, the problem of financing the gigantic drive now 
being made'in every sphere bearing on the conduct of the 
war, and here we can help, and should help “until it, 
_ hurts,” . : . 
In the voluntary sphere, the Colony has begn swift to 
. respond to the appeal of the South China Morning Post, 
launched last Monday. The rush of contributions has been 
so great that we need not commend the Fund, beyond 
Suggesting that those intending to add their donations to 
the’ heartening list should strain themselves on the side 
of generosity’and do it now. To-morrow is a better day 
than Wednesday and Wednesday a better day than 
Friday. . 

‘On the Government side, there is still room for a/ 
stimulating lead. True, a further £100,000 has been. sent 
to the Imperial Government following Legislative Counctl 
vote on Thursday, but this is surely one time in our his- 
tory when our local finances could be asked to take.a 
strain. There would be no impoverishment if the 
Colony’s total contribution were raised to £500,000. There 
is, further, the public call for a War Lottery, a suggestion 
which warrants earnest consideration. -In principle bad, 
lotteries do offer a medium for the painless extraction of 
substantial amounts, and it is largely money which can- 
not be obtained by any other means:’To-day we want 
all we can get: Is that not the paramount consideration?

We did not ask for life; we were 
pltchforked into it without:so much 
us a “by your leave.”

{han it is worth, we are entitled to 
quit. If I saw a man laying a bomb 
in the path of an: approaching ex- 
press train and the only way, of stop- 
ping him was to shoot him, I should 
have no hesitation in firing the shot. 


A hundred lives, after all, are more’ 


valuable than one. 

Again, I did not believe that the 
use of force. in a commuudty was 
never justified. - There must be a 
police force to restrain the gangster 
and the thug, If only because a mini- 
mum background of security and or- 
der Is a necessary condition of all the 
decent activities of civilised living.

Already 25,000 young Canadians 
have entered their applications ut 
recruiting stations in the Dominion 
und 5,000 are being called up for

Recruiting for ground staff goes on 
ut'a rate of some 300 weekly, 

To assist In thls work, 71 oficets 
and about 200 airmen of the RiA.F. 
went to Canada last February. 

In Australia, 84,000 applications 
have’ been made to join the Empire 
Alr Force—14,000 for air crews and 
‘70,000 for ground stuffs. Of these, 
3,360 have been accepted for ground 
stuffs, of whom two-thirds are al- 
ready serving. 

The Australian War Cabinct has 
decided that the total of recruits to 
March, 1943 shall be 57,473, compris-

HE Germuns hive secured some 
nstounding victories, but they 
were inevitable after the break 
through at Sedan where the gap be- 
tween the Maginot Line for some 
mysterious reason wos left without 
an army to defend it, The surrender 
and betrayal of the Belgian army 
followed, nnd then the Allicd armies 
were cut off und Teft in a most dan- 
geroun position, The gravity of the. 
milltary situation cannot be exagger- 
ated for the French armies are in 
precarious state and cannot be ex- 
pected to resist much Jonger. In 
other words the struggle now nar- 
rows itself down to a contest between 
the British Empire and Germany 
with her traitor Ally Italy. 


What are our assets in this strug- 
gic? In the first place Britain Is 
governed at the moment by the most 
group 
of statesmen she possesses, There is 
unity and solidity such as we’ have 
never had before. No section of the 
nation can be critkeal of the govern- 
ment which has not only conscripted 
men for fighting, but also wealth to 
provide the means for carrying on 
the fighting. ‘The whole of the na- 
tlon’s resources and all the intelll- 
Hence we possess have been organised 
to find a solution to this,-the most 
critical pertod in the history of the 
Empire. We do not believe there are 
any fifth column traitors at large, 
certainly not of English birth, for 
every man, woman and child Is aware 
of what is at stake. Never was the 
spiritual health of the country better, 
never was Its purpose so sure. 


So much for the home front, what 
about the aaval, military and air 
forces? . 


Naval Power 


Let us lyok at thelr record. There 
have been a serics of naval engage- 
ments which prove beyond a shadow 
of doubt, that not only is the striking 
turee of the Navy greater .than it 
ever was, but that its courage and 
morale are as high as they have ever 
been. When u situation presents {t- 
self, the Navy deuls with it jn tradi- 
tlonul style no matter whut the odds 
ogainst it are.. There is only one 
response when an enemy force, ap- 
pears whether it be overwhelming in 
power as in the case of the “Graf 
Spee", or In whe Fjord of Narvik, or 
on the coast of Flanders; a certain 
job has to be done no matter what 
the cost is, and It is done, Gallun- 
try, endurance, resourcefulness, nuval 
strategy are all-there in full measure, 
The quality of the officers and men 
und the materiul leaves no room for 
Not long before his death 
Napoleon, Hitler's predecessor, in an 
effort to conquer Europe, said: 
“In all my pluns I was thwarted by 
the British Navy.” That navy is stlll 
Britsin’s sure shicld of defence, That 
ix the first cause for refolcing. 


The British army went to France, 
was well-equipped, and was ready 
for the great struggle. It rushed to 
the assistance of Belgium. After a 
series of unforeseen diMcultics™ It 
was, according to German reports, 
‘surrounded and destined to fall into 
German hands, It did not do so. By 
the sklll of the Commanders, by the 
indomitable courage and herojsm of 
all ranks, it made a masterly retreat 
aguinst overwhelming odds, and 
achleved the impossible. With the 
co-operation of the Navy and of the 
Alr Force four-fifths of that army 
got back into England, That fs the 
second cause of rejolcing.

NAZI PLOT IN URUGUA 


Alarm In 
Buenos 
Aires And 
Panama 


New York, Yesterday. 
More details are forthcom- 
ing of the plot of Nazis in the 
Americas for the invasion of 
Uruguay with the help of 
German groups in Argen- 
tina and Brazil, according to 

reports from Montevideo. 
The Nazis arrested had pluns, 
documents, and photographs relating 
to the invasion, and the Government 
are taking drastic mensures to round 


up German “tourists” constantly 
crossing the frontler. 


STRONG POINTS 


The Nazi organisation in Uruguay 
was based on a series of “stutz- 
punkts’: or support -points. 

These were established at strategic 
centres—rallway junctions, airfields, 
viver ports, and frontier cities facing 
similar important support points in 
the German agricultural colony ut 
Hueva, Helvecia, the dominating de- 
partment of Colonla, from which 
there arc nirlines which connect with 
the Argentine coust in 10 minutes. 


The authorities have so far been 
unable to determine whether the 
coup was planned independently or 
only in the event of a German vic- 
fory In Europe. . 


NAVY BASES WATCHED 


From Buenos Aires, it is reported 
that a special watch on the 
naval buses at Bahia Blanca hus 
been ordered by the Argentine Minis- 
try of Navy. 


This move, it is announced, has 
been taken for the protection of for- 
eign shipping. : 

The Chamber of Deputies is con- 
sidering a new Bill conferring wide 
powers on the Argentine Govern- 
ment, including considerable restric- 
tions of constitutional rights. 

The Bill, which has been framed 
to give further protection to Argen- 
tine neutrallty, enables the Govern- 
ment to suspend the citizenship 
grants to immigrants from belliger- 
ent countries for the duration and 
authorises the President to cancel 
pupers already granted. 


PANAMA PLOT ; 


A Sun Jose (Costa Rica)’ despatch 
suys that u consignment of arms and 
ammunition at Golfito, near the 
Panama border, has been confiscated 
by the Costa Rican police. 

The arms were taken to the cupital 
by special neropiane, and it is be- 
Meved that they were to be used in 
Panama.

Other Rumours 

All this relates specifically to locul 
primary schools, but there are also 
rumours in educational circles that 
Government ultimately envisages the 
taking over of all schools in Hong 
Kong, private, charitable and other- 
Boys' 
School and Diocesan Girls’ School. 

As in the case of the reported pro- 
posals for the primary schools, the 
"Sunday Herald” has not been able 
ire uny oMeint confirmation 
of this report. : 

The rumour has it that the schools 
are to be taken over on Januury 1, 
1941, but it Is considered that the 
settings of any specific date, especially 
one so comparatively near, is pre- 
mature, to say the least.
